$200 Month for 
Legislators 
Hits a Snag 


LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - A 


proposal to appropriate $200 a 
month for public relations ex- 
penses for members of the Ar- 
kansas House has hit a snag 
in the Arkansas Senate, but its 
sponsor hopes for a vote soon. 


The proposal is in the form 


of an amendment to a House 
bill that authorizes the appro- 
priation of money to some con- 
stitutional 
officers 
and 
the 


speaker of the House. 


Rep. N. B. "Nap" Murphy of 


Hamburg got the House to a- 
dopt the amendment to the bill, 
which was passed and sent to 
the Senate. 


The bill has not come to a 


vote in the Senate because of 
an impasse between the two 
houses on the general appro- 
priations bill. No appropriation 
bills can be enacted into law 
until the general appropriations 
measure has been passed by 
both houses and the two cham- 
bers are at loggerheads over a 
general appropriations bill. 


Sen, Robert Harvey of Swif- 


ton, 
chairman 
of the Joint 


Budget Committee, said Thurs- 
day that he was not aware that 
the bill was pending in the 
Senate, 


However, the Joint Budget 


Committee 
h a s 
introduced 


another constitutional officers 
public relations expense bill to 
"start fresh," according to 
Harvey, It does not contain 
any provisions for expenses for 
House members. 


Murphy said tie hadn't given 


up on the House version of the 
expense bill. He said that as 
soon as the Senate and House 
agree on a general appropria« 
tions measure, he will push for 
passage of the expense bill con» 
taining the rider (or $300 a 
month for House members.

March 15 until after Elsenhow* 
er's wife, Mamie, said at a par- 
ty the general had endured a 
"particularly bad" day. 


Reporters questioned the hos* 


pital and were told of the latest 
onset of heart trouble. 


Eisenhower had been hospital* 


ized since last April 29, when a 
heart attack felled him in Call* 
fornla after a round of golf. He 
was transferred to Walter Reed 
and there suffered three morp, 
his seventh coming on Aug. 16. 


Since then he had gained vig- 


or, walked short distances, re" 
ceived President Nixon and for- 
mer President Lyndon B. John- 
son, and grinned his famed and 
folksy grin from a hospital win- 
dow when an Army band, ob- 
serving "Salute to Eisenhower 
Week," serenaded him on his 
birthday Oct. 14. 


The grin was undimmed from 


1944, when It heartened allied 
troops mobilized for the awe- 
some thrust through Normandy 
to the heart of Nazi Germany; 
from 1948, when he became 
president of Columbia Universi- 
ty; from 1950, when he assumed 
supreme 
command of 
NATO 


forces; and from 1952, when 
both Democrats and Republi- 
cans sought him as their nomi- 
nee for president. 


As a Republican, 
he swept 


into office and four years later 
won re-election in what was 
then the greatest landslide in 
history. That made him the only 
GOP president of this century to 
win successive 
White House 


terms. 


Despite this stunning political 


victory, Eisenhower disdained 
always partisan politics and pri- 
vately made no secret of a dis- 
like for politicians. 


"I think in the general derog- 


atory sense you can say, of 
course, that I do not like poli- 
tics," he told a 1955 news 
conference. 


And despite his rise to su- 


preme allied commander in Eu- 
rope during World War n, he 
was no fonder of what he called 
"this damnable thing of war." 


While in the Army, Eisenhow- 


er said he wanted only to see 
"people in my profession per- 
manently out of a job." 


He left office after his second 


term proudest that he kept the

Murton, 
fired a year ago for Insubordi- 
nation and on other grounds, 
told a U.S. Senate subcommlt* 
tee on prison reform that bru- 
tality still existed In Arkansas' 
prisons. 


Of Murton's testimony, Wilbur 


said, "1 wrote the letter to cor- 
rect it. I just want to tell the 
truth — what actually hap- 
pened." 


Wilbur, a native of Little 


Rock, Is serving a three-year 
sentence from Dallas County 
for assault with Intent to rob. 
He has served time In the 
state's prisons for two previous 
convictions. 


Wilbur's letter was Interpret- 


ed In many quarters as a claim 
that 
brutality 
still 
exists. 


Among those giving it that in- 
terpretation was C. Robert Sar- 
ver, the state corrections com- 
missioner. 


In an Interview Thursday, 


Sarver said that Wilbur had 
"changed 
his position," and 


now was asserting that brutali- 
ty had diminished in the pris- 
ons. 


When asked why he chose not 


to announce the charge In Wil- 
bur's position, Sarver said, 
"What good would it do? Some- 
body would just come along and 
say that we beat It out of him." 


Wilbur said his clarification 


was not coerced. He said he had 
been misunderstood. 


His letter referred to an inci- 


dent last summer when prison- 
ers were confined to a fenced 
area called the "dog pen," and 
one of them was chained to the 
fence, an Incident made public 
by The Associated Press.

hand would be reasonable by 
modern standards. Perhaps 
North would jump to six 
clubs or try Blackwood but 
the six-club contract would 
be reached as it was by both 
sides in a 1930 team game 
after identical bidding. 


One declarer 
received a 


diamond opening and had no 
trouble making seven be- 
cause he trump-finessed both 
the ace and queen of dia- 
monds with no difficulty. 


A spade was opened at the 


other table and that South 
player tried to make his con- 
tract by attacking hearts. 
The bad heart break led io 
his defeat b e c a u s e West 
played low on the third heart 
and East overruffed dummy. 


The 1930 analysis was in- 


teresting but incorrect. 
It 


was that South should have 
attacked diamonds:since he 
would make his contract if 
East held one of the two dia- 
mond honors. That was a 75 
per cent chance and a pretty 
good one but it was not as 
good as the actual play and 
our sympathy goes out to the 
unfortunate player who went 
after the hearts. 


His line of play was going 


to work against any 4-3 break 
in hearts. This was a 62 per- 
cent chance as a starter. 
Then if hearts broke 5-2 he 
would still make it unless 
both the king and jack were 
going to show up in the 
long hand. This represented 
an extra 16 per cent chance 
for a total of 78 per cent. In 
addition, he might make it 
against certain 6-1 breaks. 


Of course, we have not 


considered what would hap- 
pen if clubs broke 4-0, since 
either line of play might well 
fail against that eventuality. 
All we want to point out "is 
that this was one hand where 
either line deserved success, 
with the attack in hearts fot-• 
ing slightly better.

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 


Pentagon says a tank under 
congressional attack as a "bil- 
lion-dollar boo boo" has made a 
significant contribution tn Viet- 
nam combat operations. 


The military came to the de- 


fense of the controversial Sheri* 
dan light tank after Rep. Samu- 
el S. Stratton, D'N.Y., charged 
this week that the Army hustled 
the weapon 
to Vietnam with 


"manifest defects and deficien- 
cies." 


The Sheridan program has 


been a "billion-dollar boo boo," 
Stratton charged. Hundreds are 
now sitting idle at Army depots 
throughout the country, he said, 
adding 
that the Sheridans in 


Vietnam are unsuited for the 
fighting. 


The Army, however, said a 


command report from the war 
zone "reflects a very favorable 
assessment" after six weeks of 
battle use. 


The Army told an inquiring 


newsman that troops equipped 
with the Sheridan—technically 
referred to as an arms recon- 
naissance 
vehicle—"have 
ac- 


counted for 268 enemy soldiers 
killed and 11 captured." 


"The trafficability, mobility, 


speed and firepower of the She- 
ridan have enabled it to make a 
significant contribution to com- 
bat operations," the Army stat- 
ed. 


"The problems that have been 


experienced during this early 
period appear to be minor when 
considered in the contest of the 
system's overall performance." 


Stratton 
thinks 
the 
Army 


didn't consider the problems 
small. On Tuesday, 
he noted 


that the Army has Issued some 
20 pages of restrictions on the 
Sheridan's 
operations. 
Some 


dealt 
with 
fuel 
tank leaks, 


clogged air 
vents, periscope 


failures and flammable car- 
tridge cases. 


Stratton also said the recon- 


naissance tank was so noisy it 
could be heard for three miles 
and its heavy exhaust smoke 
made it an easy target. 


The Army said the Sheridan 


•was deployed to Vietnam with- 
"out Its new Shillelagh surface-' 


to-surface missiles "due to the 
close quarters of most engage- 
ments in Vietnam and the ab- 
sence of other armored tar- 
gets." 


The operation of the Sheri- 


dan's missile system has been 
subject to some question, but 
Lt. Gen. Austin Betts contended 
Tuesday the Shillelagh passed 
all its tests "withflyingcolors."

The 1929 consolidation Joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's Incorporation in 1875.

Restricted Automobile 
Ute In Cities Soon 
Within Two Years

(AP) -^Secre- 


tary of Transportation John A. 
Volpe says It may be necessary 
to curb the use of automobiles 
In the nation's cities unless a 
mass transit breakthrough is 
achieved within two years. 


"Some type of mass transpor* 


tatlon has got ... to get into op- 
eration pretty rapidly or we do 
face the real possibility that ei« 
ther we have to shut off to rub- 
ber tires certain limited areas 
within a city or charge a fee to 
come in there," Volpe said inan 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 


The secretary acknowledged 


the need for new highways but 
said "we wouldn't be In the 
mess we're in today" if mass 
transit systems had been built 
as fast as expressways. 


Volpe predicted that the mo- 


torist would begin looking for 
alternatives to being mired in 
traffic jams. 


"If you get down to a point 


where automobiles have to trav- 
el five miles an hour, well, you 
know how long people are going 
to use them," he said. "They 
are going to walk to work in- 
stead of ride. Of course, 
it 


wouldn't hurt them if they did, 
either, Imightadd." 


"Bold new ideas" are needed, 


Volpe said. But he added it 
would probably be five years 
before new developments could 
be in service. 


"We can't wait that long for 


some of these things," he said. 


Here are excerpts from the in- 


terview: 


Q. What veto power, if any, 


should central city residents 
have over freeway construction 
in their neighborhoods? 


A. 
Any responsible group 


should certainly have an oppor- 
tunity to voice its 
opinions 


strongly and in the clearest 
terms, I think it is ip to public 
agencies ... to listen to these 
inputs on the part of neighbor- 
hood groups or citywide groups, 
action-oriented groups, ... or 
whatever they might be. 


But in the final analysis it is 


the elected or appointed offi- 
cials who have to make some fi- 
nal judgments . . . 


. . . Expressways are only one 


form, I'm convinced that you 
just don't stop a highway pro- 
gram because, perhaps, a few 
additional homes will have to be 
taken. 


But, 
by the same token, you 


just can't depend on a highway 
program to do the job complete- 
ly, because it can't do the job. 
This has been proven in New 
York City . . . where over half a 
century ago— 1917, I guess— the 
pushcart 
era— the 
average 


speed was 11 miles an hour. To- 
day It's 7 miles an hour in New 
York. So we haven't made much 
progress in over half a century. 
So something needs to be done. 
And it needs to be done in a bold 
and imaginative way . . . 


Q. Some urban experts pro- 


pose a series of user charges to 
discourage use of the automo- 
bile in central cities during busi- 
ness hours. Do you believe it 
necessary to ration the use of 
the automobile In some way? 


A. Well, either we make a 


great deal more progress In 
mass transportation than we've 
made in the last five years, or 
within the next year or two, 
yoi're going to have to come to 
some type of restriction on cer- 
tain areas within . . . the core 
city on the utilization of the au- 
tomobile. 


It could be the itilization of 


the trucks. I mean the delivery 
of goods during certain hours. It 
could 
be 
the separation of 


pedestrian and vehicle traffic 
... We are going to have to 
come to some type of solution 
along those lines . . . 


I would prefer to see the alter- 


native of taking some people off 
the automobile tires if you pro- 
vide good, swift, safe, economi- 
cal mass transportation . . . 
Q. How d,o you think the high- 


way lobby would greet such a 
stop? 


A. I think they recognize the 


highway user himself is going to 
become so frustrated that he is 
going to be willing to expert. 
merit" with anything rather than

If we had gone along with 
mass transportation ... at the 
same speed and started it about 
the same time we did with the 
highway stepup, we Wouldn't be 
in the mess we're In today. 


Q. What can be done now to - 


get people out of ghettos to work 
in suburban factories? 


A. This Is, of Course, another 


one of the problems. The dial-a* 
bus, 
of course, that's being 


worked on, the many other fac- 
tors that are being worked on, 
the express bus transportation 
. . . There may be a better way 
to do it but we have a few ex- 
amples I gave there recently. 


One in New York, for a ghetto 


worker to get from Harlem to 
Long Island-Far mington. What 
is it, an hour and 45 minutes 
each way? From Watts to an 
aerospace center, 16 miles, but 
an hour and a half each way 
and three changes, transfers, 
and so forth. 


Now, 
if we are going to get 


some responsible work, and not 
just 
menial work, for these 


ghetto workers . . . Then we've 
got to provide a means of trans- 
portation for these people to get 
these jobs and we can't wait 
five years to get the answers. 


Q. Sen. Harrison Williams of 


New Jersey has proposed crea- 
tion of an urban transit trust 
fund to be financed out of auto- 
mobile excise taxes. What is 
your reaction to such a propos- 
al? 


A. As far as I'm concerned, I 


believe the trust fund concept is 
one way to finance it. I believe 
it's the surest way I have heard 
of. Someone may come up with 
a better answer. I haven't seen 
a better answer yet.

These would be 
concerned primarily with work- 
ing out an agreement for reduc- 
tion and ultimate removal of all 
foreign troops from the South. 
— Between the Vietcong-Natlon- 
al Liberation Front and Saigon.

Rogers made It clear, howev-

SAIGON (AP) — More than 


200 
North 
Vietnamese 
am- 


bushed a U.S. convoy for the 
second time in two days north- 
west of Saigon today but were 
beaten back by new Sheridan 
light tanks, armored personnel 
carriers, planes and helicopter 
gunships. 


One of the controversial 16-ton 


Sheridan tanks was destroyed 
by a rocket grenade that sliced 
through the turret and set it 
afire. Four tankers were wound- 
ed, two seriously. 


Reports from the battle on the 


Ben Cui rubber plantation 45 
miles northwest of Saigon said 
46 North Vietnamese and three 
Americans 
were killed. The 


three Americans were riding in 
an armored personnel carrier 
that was hit by a rocket gre- 
nade. 


Battlefront reports said the 


Sheridans, criticized in Con- 
gress this week, fired deadly ar- 
tillery "Beehives" point blank. 
Each "Beehive" is loaded with 
more than 10,000 pieces of shrap- 
nel an inch and a half long in 
the shape of darts.
